‘The .arinual report of the ‘British: Lun- 
Hcy Comimissionets,. published recently. 
shows o disquieting increase in Ule pop- 
ulatidh of Great Britain's asylums, 

At the beginning of this year one out 
ef every 282 persons in England . and 
Wales was reported to be insane.. Tens 
years ago the ratio of. insane «persons 
war only one to 3i4 From 1369 to. 1906 
the population of England and Wales 
increased 554g per cent.., while the in- 
sane in creased 133 per. cent. ° 

‘A signilicant fact broughteedagat by 
the report is the spread of sene de- 
mentia, which ‘alené accounted far, over 
38 per cent. of last years fresh lunacy 
cases. " Discussing ‘this phase of the 
situatidm,. one medical authority ex- 
pressed the belief that we live loo long 
fur the kind. of work most of us do. 
“The advanced medical knowledge of 
teatay,! said the authorily referred to, 
“ceeps a mullitade of persons — alive 
whose minds are practically worn ouf. 
The present age demands more brain 
work and ngrverstrain from every gne 
than was demanded only a few years 
ago: There-is dess and less’ demand for 
people who cair only use their hands.

“Any person who knowingly or wil- 
fully encourages, aids, causes, abels or 
connives at the commission by a child 
of a delinquency, or. who knowingly or 
wilfully does any acl producing, pro- 
moting, or contributing to,a child’s be- 
ing or becoming. a juvenile delinquent, 
whether or not such person is the parent 
or guardian of the child, or who, being 
the parent or guardian of the child and 
being able to so, wilfully neglects to 
da that which would directly lend to 
prevent a child’s being or becoming a 
juvenile delinquent, or to remove the 
conditions which render a child a juve- 
nile delinquent, shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction before a juvenile court 
or a justice, to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars or to imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding one year, or to 
both fine and imprisonment.”

Sealed Orders. 

The custom of. having warships sail 
under sealed orders arose from the de- 
sire of muritime powers to prevent the 
plans from becoming known to the 
enemny. In the American navy such 
orders come from the president and 
are delivered to a commander of a ship 
or squadron by a confidential messen- 
ger who knows nothing of their c6n- 
tents. Sometimes they ase in cipher, 
but they are always sealed with the 
official seal of the navy department 
and the package cannot be opened un- 
til the time marked on it, which is 
usually several hours after the hour 
of leaving port. By this precaution 
the newspapers are prevented from 
disclosing prematurely the movements 
which may be of the greatest impor- 
tance, and the spies of the enemy are 
rendered useless so far as their abil- 
ity to discover the secret of such 
inovements is concerned. Sailing un- 
der sealed orders is now the common 
naval practice In time of war. These 
instructions are found in the packet | 
of sealed orders, which is opened | 
when well out at sea.

There is nothing partie- 
ularly remarkable about a ruined city 
being found in the locality mentioned, 
but the size of the blocks of stowe used 
by the ancient builders Of tis partic- 
ular city is something that has puzzled 
#he modern engineers since the day 
when Baalbee was first made the Mec- 
ca of the oriental traveler. There are 
immense stones on every side of the 
visitor to this ancient pile of ruins, but 
the three most remarkable blocks—suid 
to be the largest ever used in the con- 
struction of a butlding—are in a wall 
back of the temple of Baal. ‘These im- 
mense stones are respectively sixty- 
four, sixty-three and sixty-two feet in 
length and each is thirteen feet in 
thickness, but the most wonderful 
thing in connection with them is the 
fact that they are at a place in the 
wal] twenty-five feet from the ground.

However, the marks ‘of a cow, 
showing .whether she is capable of pro- 
ducing @ large quantity of ‘milk, are 
tclerably plain to all who are acquainted 
with cattle, yet there are such a variety 
of relative points requiring consideration 


‘that we can only picture them in the 


mede}l, The best milk cow, as a rule, 
is of medium size, and small-boned, The 
head is smal! and rather long, narrow 
between the horns and wide between the 
eves. The ears are thin, covered -with 
scft, silky hair, the inside of the ears 
being of a rich oranye color. The eyes—~ 
are large and bright, with a placid ex- 
pression; the horns set on a high pate, 
bending wide apart at thg bese, and 
curving inwards and upwards at the 
peints; the neck long and thin, slender, 
und well-cut under the throal, but en- 
tirely free from anything like a “beefy” 
appearance. The shoulder-biades should 
meet narrow at the top, widening grg- 
dually’ towards the points, which should 
be broad and well rounded; the ribs 
ruther straight and wide, indicating @ 
gvod digestion and constitution, for 
everything depends on that in a good 
milk cow. The loins should be broad, 
and the hips high and wide, the rump 
even with the hips, Jhe pelvis wide, giv- 
ingg plenty of room for the udder; the 
thighs thin; the hind legs a little crouk- 
ed, with a long, large foot. The skin 
should be soft and mellow, and of & 
vellow butler color, | 

The milk veins in front of the udder 
are usually a fair indication of a good 
milk cow, and the larger they are, the 
hetler the indications, In extra good 
cows they branch out into four branches 
along the belly, but dhey all unite before 
reaching the udder. ‘he more irregular 
the course, the better the indieation that 
the cow is a good milker, but-the veins 
give no indication of the richness of the 
milk. The udder should be covered with 
4 short, downy coat of hair.” This hair 
should begin to turn its hideckward 
course from the front teats. running in 
the directwan between the teats, then on 
the back part of the udder, called the 
escuteheon. und on as far av the vulva 
ir the best cows. The wider the Belt of 
this upturned hair, the better. Il Should 
be short and velvety, covering & soft, 
orange-colored skin, ‘The shape and size 
of the udder is. however, by far the 
most reliable index, to a good cow. 
All the other marks are only of relative © 
importance, and it is belter fo have @ 
scraggy-looking cow any day, with @ 
yood udder, tuan a grand-louking beast 
with a miserable bag. No matter how 
gcod-looking a dairy cow may be, eXx- 
cept .she has a well-developed udder, 
with its accompanying network of mam- 
mary glands, she oannot be expected 
to excel as a pail-filler. : ; 

The ideal udder is the one which is 
well developéd both fore and afl, one 
that is carried high up towards the ‘es- 
cuteheon, artd at the sane time goes & 
long way forward under the helly. In 
addition to this, the udder must be deep 
and square in shape-—the deeper and 
squarer the better. Its four teats should 
he of good size, and’placed as nearly as 
possible at equal distances apart.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 


Pigs intended for fattening should be 
forced for growth early, and later given 
fuods rich in carbonaceous ‘elements, 
that will fit them for early market, 

Lampas in a col is’a sort of infantile 
disease that rarely makes trouble, It is 
usuafly cured by daily giving the colt 
two or three ears of bard, dry corn te 
eet from the cob until the so-called lam- 
pas is permanently pushed back. 

Loss in the condition ef sheep from 
shortage of feed or water is quickly 
shown in the fleece. It becomes. dry, 
harsh and fighter in color. While the 
grass was long, sheep did not suffer for 
water, bul they cannel thrive in such 
weather as we are now having without 
water, Lamfs will muke no growth and 
a weak place will show in the flecca. 
‘Two weeks of neglect now will require 
two months to regain the joss. 

An ideal poultry farm should have a 
stream Of pure, fresn water running 
ihrough $t- with\ meadows and rolling 
benks shéded with big trees. ‘There the 
turkeys Gould not help but grow, fine 
und Jarge) for they Would be healthy and 
happy as the day was long. In the early 
morning they would take a tramp over 
the meadows, spread out almost in line, 
like soldiers marching, and after -filling 
iheir crops nearly to bursting with bugs 
and grasshoppers, they would seek the 
water and shade near midday, and after 
resting and dozing till the cool after. 
noon, Would again go on a grasshopper 
hunt until time to turn homewiird at 
sundown. Turkeys in grasshopper-time 
want v@y litle feeding at night, though 
it is best to offer them a handful of 
grain, as it tempts them to come home 
ul evening.

CHILDREN IN GLASGOW, 


Standards of Over 76,000 
School Children Tested. 


Very valuable to any future investiga- 
tion into the physical standards of 
school children should be the tables and 
diugrams that have been prepared by 
Dr. W. Leslie Mackenzie and Captain 
A. Foster, after measuring and weigh- 
ing over 70,000 children in the public 
schools of Glasgow. Dividing the 
schools into four classes, as represented 
by the social status of the parents, they 
find that only in Group D (ihe highest) 
do the children reach the standards of 
Welght and height laid down by the 
Anthropometrical Committee. The strike 
ir fedture of the measurements, how- 
ever, is the close relulion between phy- 
sical standards and the conditions under 
which the children live. Boys from ones 
roomed homes 56 Ys., from three 
roamed homes 60 Ibs., from four-roomed 
6i tbs. The size of the home is, of 
course, an expression of the position in 
the social side of the family; it is not 
cnly the size of the home, but the differ. 
ence in food, in clothing, in the whole 
condition of life which accounts for the 
differences in the standards of the chil.
